On  the  basis  of  the  report  of  inspection  and  of  an- 
nual returns  for  the  year  ending  July  1,  1913,  Shapleigh 
High  School  approved  for  tuition  purpose  in  Class  C,  on 
Aug.  27,  1909,  is  hereby  continued  in  the  same  class,  on 
the  original  basis  of  approval  for  the  vear  ending  Julv  1, 
1914. 

The  Spring  term  was  taught  by  Irving  F.  Burton. 
We  consider  Mr.  Burton  a  good  instructor  and  discipli- 
narian, and  were  pleased  with  the  way  he  handled  the 
school.  When  visited  by  the  inspector,  he  certainly  did 
credit  to  himself  as  well  as  the  pupils. 

This  year  Mr.  Frederick  A.  Carpenter  is  Principal, 
a  man  of  unusual  ability  and  of  long  experience. 

Mr.  Carpenter  has  given  perfect  satisfaction.  The 
scholars  have  had  the  benefit  of  an  able  instructor  which 
we  think  will  long  be  remembered  by  his  earnest  and 
persistant  methods  to  draw  out  their  best  ideas  and 
thoughts,  giving  them  great  capacity  for  thorough  and 
continuous  mental  development. 
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COMMON  SCHOOLS. 

We  have  maintained  27  weeks  of  schooling  during 
the  year,  the  same  during  1911-13,  and  an  examination  of 
our  disbursements  on  the  preceding  pages  discloses  the 
fact  that  we  cannot  maintain  more  than  26  weeks  of 
school  and  pay  the  teachers  respectable  wages  without 
an  increase  in  taxation. 

The  number  of  pupils  are  falling  off  every  year,  this 
diminishes  the  appropriation  from  the  State.  The 
equalization  fund  has  been  taken  away  from  us  for  the 
reason  (as  stated  by  the  State  Superintendent  of 
Schools).  He  says,  "I  find  that  the  rate  of  taxation  of 
the  town  of  Shapleigh  is  less  than  the  average  rate  for 
the  State.  No  appropriation,  therefore,  has  been  made 
to  that  town." 

One  term  of  school  at  the  Highland  was  kept  in  the 
Spring,  but  for  Fall  and  Winter  it  was  suspended,  being 
too  small  to  be  profitable.  One  pupil  has  attended  the 
school  at  Emery  Mills,  the  other  at  Deering's  Ridge, 
Sanford,  the  town  paying  one  tuition  at  Sanford,  thus 
leaving  us  about  $137.00  for  the  other  schools. 

We  would  advise  that  an  increase  for  tuition  be 
charged  for  pupils  attending  our  schools  from  other 
towns.  We  regret  the  overdraft  for  schools,  some  bills 
were  larger  than  expected,  which  with  the  loss  of  the 
equalization  fund  this  year  made  it  hardly  unavoidable. 
We  would  recommend  that  a  sum  of  $100.00  or  more  be 
raised  for  repairs.  The  schoolhouse  at  Emery  Mills 
needs  painting  and  other  repairing,  with  some  repairs 
needed  on  other  school  buildings. 

It  will  be  necessary  to  raise  at  least  $700.00  to  de- 
fray the  expenses  for  another  year  and  pay  the  deficit 
for  this  year,  making  an  additional  sum  of  $147.20.  This 
will  not  give  over  26  weeks  another  year  by  strict 
economy. 

I  would  recommend  that  the  school  officers  look 
after  the  furnishing  of  wood  for  school  purposes  early 
in  the  season,  that  sufficient  amount  might  be  hauled 
and  piled  in  the  shed  before  winter  comes  on.  A  delay 
of  sufficient  fuel  sometimes  puts  us  in  a  place  when  the 
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imminent  need  of  wood  is  necessary,  that  the  superin- 
tendent is  sometimes  obliged  to  pay  an  exorbitant  sum 
in  order  that  the  schools  may  not  come  in  direct  need. 

We  would  recommend  that  the  scholars  at  Sprague 
City  be  clothed  and  sent  to  school.  We  believe  that 
an  education  is  our  protection  against  the  evils  of  ignor- 
ance and  anarchy. 

GENERAL  REMARKS. 

Although  the  usual  amount  of  grievances  has  been 
heard  and  settled  as  best  we  could,  the  teachers  have 
tried  very  hard  to  do  their  best. 

I  regret  to  say  that  some  of  our  schools  are  not  up 
to  the  standard  in  scholarship  as  they  should  be,  or  as 
they  have  been  in  some"  years  past,  and  parents  are  ex- 
pecting too  much  from  their  children  in  some  instances. 
They  are  not  themselves  taking  enough  interest  to  see 
that  they  attend  regularly,  and  that  their  lessons  are 
well  learned,  or  proper  time  given  them  before  leaving 
home.  Such  children  need  help,  a  little  push  and  en- 
couragement from  home  as  well  as  at  school. 

For  the  confidence  and  courtesy  that  has  been  shown 
me  during  the  years  of  my  connection  with  the  schools, 
for  the  kind  words  that  has  been  spoken,  and  the  co- 
operation of  the  school  board  and  truant  officers,  I  ex- 
press my  personal  graft'itude.

Mr.  Carpenter  is  teaching  his  second  term  in  his 
second  year.    The  school  has  again  been  approved  by 
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the  State  Superintendent,  and  State  Inspector  J.  W. 
Taylor  states  to  me  since  his  visit  in  January  that  he 
was  very  much  pleased  with  the  work  that  Mr.  Carpen- 
ter had  been  doing  and  feels  very  sure  that  he  is  getting 
very  excellent  results  and  is  carrying  on  the  work  in  a 
way  which  will  be  of  very  much  benefit  and  profit  to  the 
pupils.  I  wish  to  add  that  the  school  is  in  good  condition 
and  doing  thorough  work  that  is  a  credit  to  the  school. 
We  have  added  to  the  laboratory  a  soil  tester  and  a  good 
amount  of  material  in  connection  with  the  science  work ; 
also  maps  and  inexpensive  apparatus. 


COMMON  SCHOOLS. 


In  reviewing  the  work  of  the  past  school  year  we  are 
privileged  to  report  very  good  work  done. 

Of  our  schools  66  2-3  per  cent  we  can  rank  excellent 
while  the  remainder  33  1-3  per  cent  are  very  good 
indeed. 

In  my  comments  on  the  work  and  fitness  of  our 
teachers  I  will  say  that  all  but  two  are  holding  State 
certificates. 

This  certifies  better  scholarship  and  gives  the  com- 
munity more  confidence  in  the  ability  of  the  teacher  and 
will  also  make  our  teachers  more  successful  in  the 
future.  Acquired  competency  through  years  of  experi- 
ence has  enabled  a  much  larger  number  of  our  teachers 
to  render  better  and  more  acceptable  service  in  our 
schools  than  any  previous  year. 

We  are  glad  to  note  that  some  improvements  have 
been  made  in  the  instruction  of  arithmetic. 

The  fundamental  rules  are  more  thoroughly  done 
and  we  would  put  more  stress  on  this  point,  that  they 
must  be  still  more  thoroughly  done,  so  that  the  children 
can  add  columns  of  figures  as  rapidly  as  they  can  read  a 
line  of  print,  compute  fractions  as  readily  as  whole  num- 
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bers  and  use  percentage  as  familiarly  as  they  do  the  ad- 
dition table. 

These  are  the  topics  in  arithmetic  for  which  they 
have  the  greatest  use  in  life. 

We  are  glad  to  say  that  on  the  whole  we  are  very 
much  pleased  with  the  results  of  the  schools. 

I  wish  to  express  my  personal  gratitude  to  the 
School  Committee  and  Truant  Officer  who  have  ren- 
dered me  substantial  aid  in  connection  with  the  schools.

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Report   of   Superintendent   of  Schools 


As  Superintendent  of  the  Shapleigh  Public  Schools, 
I  submit  the  following  report  for  the  year  1915: 

Teachers 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  during  the  year  no 
changes  were  made  in  the  teaching  force,  thus  gaining 
the  time  required  for  the  pupils  to  become  accustomed 
to  the  methods  of  the  new  teacher  and  for  the  teacher  to 
become  acquainted  with  their  pupils.  I  believe  that  each 
teacher  employed,  including  myself,  has  worked  for  the 
advancement  and  betterment  of  their  school  and  have 
given  their  best  to  the  pupils  of  this  town.  This  best  in 
consideration  of  the  compensation  which  they  receive 
and  of  all  the  problems  and  perplexities  of  the  teacher, 
I  trust  has  been  generally  satisfactory  to  the  citizens  of 
Shapleigh. 

Attendance 

The  total  enrollment  for  the  last  Spring  term  was 
106,  and  the  average  attendance  was  97.4.  The  enroll- 
ment and  average  for  the  Fall  term  was  equally  as  good, 
but  the  average  daily  attendance  for  the  Winter  term 
fell  short  of  this  standard.  Without  doubt  in  some  cases 
during  the  Winter  term  considering  the  cold  and  the  dis- 
tance that  some  pupils  are  required  to  go,  these  absences 
were  justifiable,  but  the  average  attendance  could  have 
been  better,  had  some  parents  taken  a  deeper  interest 
in  their  children's  education,  and  had  that  interest  been 
made  manifest  by  overcoming  obstacles  that  their  chil- 
dren might  be  constantly  at  school.

Conveyance 

This  is  a  part  of  school  adminstration  which  pre- 
sents a  perplexing  problem  to  school  officials.  During 
the  Spring  and  Fall  terms  there  were  no  pupils  conveyed. 
The  pupils  at  the  Sprague  Settlement  attending  school  in 
Newfield.  During  the  Winter  term  the  pupils  at  the 
settlement  were  conveyed  to  the  Ross  Corner  School  at 
an  expense  of  $50.  Mrs.  B.  D.  Littlefield's  children,  who 
have  in  previous  years  been  conveyed  to  the  Ross  School, 
were  during  the  Winter  boarded  near  that  school  at  an 
expense  of  $27.   Total  cost  of  conveyance  and  board  $77. 

Tuition 

An  increase  in  tuition  has  been  charged  for  pupils 
attending  our  common  schools  from  the  adjoining  towns. 
The  rate  for  the  past  year  has  been  $5  per  term  or  $15 
The  rate  for  the  past  year  has  been  $5  per  term  of  $15 
per  year  of  30  weeks. 

Repairs 

A  very  little  has  been  done  by  repairs  on  school  build- 
ings in  1915.  More  will  necessarily  have  to  be  done  in 
1916.  Repairs  are  needed  to  some  extent  in  nearly  all 
the  schools.  The  largest  outlay  under  consideration 
being  at  the  common  school  room  of  the  Lindsey  High 
School  building.  Your  school  committee  intended  to 
sheathe  this  room  overhead  during  the  summer,  but  ow- 
ing to  the  high  cost  of  material  at  that  time  it  was  not 
done.  In  all  the  school  rooms  with  the  exception  of  the 
Ross  Corner  School  it  would  be  a  decided  improvement 
to  each  room  and  an  advantage  to  the  pupils  if  the  inner 
walls  could  be  whitened  and  the  woodwork  painted. 
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The  High  School 

The  enrollment  at  our  high  school  is  small,  but  this 
fact  does  not  deteriorate  our  school  as  a  school.  The 
number  taken  from  the  school  by  the  graduation  of  the 
Senior  Class  in  June,  should  be  replaced  at  the  beginning 
of  the  next  school  year  by  a  larger  number,  the  largest 
class  entering  Lindsey  High  School  for  some  years. 

A  supply  of  chemicals  and  equipment  has  been  added 
to  the  labratory  during  the  past  year.  I  express  thanks 
to  Mr.  Carpenter  for  outlays  in  this  department  among 
which  is  a  Babcock  Test,  work  of  which  is  referred  to 
in  the  Principal's  report.  Further  outlay  in  the  science 
department  is  necessary,  which  will  tend  to  raise  the 
standard  to  a  "B"  High  School. 

I  feel  that  Mr.  Carpenter  is  trying  to  work  out  plans 
for  the  betterment  of  the  school  and  with  his  serious  and 
sincere  interest  is  doing  very  much  for  the  pupils. 


Principal's  Report  of  the  Lindsey  High  School 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools : — 

I  take  pleasure  in  submitting  this  report  as  principal 
of  Lindsey  High  School. 

The  course  of  study  adopted  three  years  ago  is 
proving,  with  some  modifications  which  do  not  affect  its 
unity,  to  be  satisfactory.  The  course  is  that  outlined  by 
the  State  Educational  Board  for  "C"  High  Schools.  The 
modifications  are  mainly  along  the  line  of  introducing 
into  the  science  classes,  and  as  a  general  subject  once  a 
week,  elementary  studies  in  agriculture.    This  step  is 
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taken  for  two  reasons  :  first,  because  this  is  a  community 
whose  interests  are  mainly  those  of  the  farm ;  secondly, 
this  movement  has  become  general  throughout  the 
country  and  it  is  the  intention  of  the  school  to  keep  in 
line  with  modern  school  advances.  All  pupils  learn  the 
examination  of  seeds  for  purity  and  the  test  for  germi- 
native  power ;  analyses  of  soil  and  of  fertiizers  ;  the  test- 
ing of  milk  for  butter  fat,  as  a  spur  to  raising  the  grade 
of  the  herd  as  milk  producers  ;  the  sanitary  analysis  of 
water,  and  of  food  stuffs  for  adulterations  and  preserva- 
tives ;  the  mechanical  powers  as  found  in  farming  ma- 
chinery ;  the  gas  engine  and  its  applications. 

There  is  no  reason  why  pupils,  who  enter  the  school 
from  lower  grades  by  successfully  passing  the  required 
entrance  examinations,  and  who  then  state  their  desire 
to  continue  their  education  at  the  smaller  colleges,  can- 
not be  fitted  thoroughly  for  such  colleges  here,  without 
being  obliged  to  take  any  extra  time  at  a  preparatory 
school. 

The  State  Inspector  of  High  Schools,  at  the  con- 
clusion of  his  half-day's  visit,  said  to  the  pupils,  "You 
are  doing  excellent  work  ;  you  are  doing  remarkable 
work ;  and  you  are  getting  here  what  you  could  not  get 
in  very  much  larger  high  schools.  The  morale  of  the 
school  is  high ;  the  purpose  and  work  of  the  pupils  ad- 
mirable."
